ATTACKS FROM BOTH 
SIDES i F THE LINE 


Furious Fighting Develops Near Arras 
With Little Gain for Either 
Germans or Allies 


ORT WAYNE DELEaATES LEAVING FOR Cr}A. R. ENCAMPMENT AND 
AUXILIARIES' CONVENTION AT MARION WEDNESDAY. 


Today's War News 
O-iven in Summary. 


The American steamer Nebraskan 
was torpedoed by a submarine yes- 
terday off the south coast of Ireland. 
The crew took to the boats, but re- 
turned on ascertaining that the dam- 
age inflicted by the torpedo, which 
struck forward, was not serious. No 
lives were lost. 
The Nebraskan car- 
ried no passengers. 


An 
ofacial 
communication 
from 
Rome indicates that the Italian in- 
vasion of Austria has been extended 
over almost the entire frontier. 
Ac- 
cording to this statement the Italians 
have seized a number of towns near 
the border and Iiave forced their way 
through mountain defiles occupjdng 
strategic positions. 
Apparently there 
has been little heavy fighting thus 
far, although in one instance a bay- 
onet encounter is mentioned. 
It is 
stated the Austrians retired every- 
where, destroying bridges as they fell 
back. 


The new attack of Gen, Mackenzen 
against the Russian line north of 
Przemysl is reported from Vienna and 
Berlin to have been attended by con- 
spicuous success. 
The war office at 
Petrograil, however, states that at- 
tacks on the Russian line along the 
San river were scattered and concedes 
no new victories to the Austria-Ger- 
man armies. 


In the west the British have been 
compelled to give ground in Belgium 
to the Germans, who are once more 
pressing forward strongly along the 
part of the front which has seen the 
heaviest fighting of the war. 
The 
allies apparently have offset this Ger- 
man victory, however, by a French 
advance further south, in northern 
France, near Arras.

The official Italian amnouncement re- 
viewinff the first 36 hours of war, clainrs 
the capture of several Austrian towns 
just across the border and the occu- 
pancy of all frontier passes in Cadore, 
together with a continuation of the suc- 
cessful advance on the Camilola .and the 
Friuli frontiers.

The German submarine campaign is

steamer Grower had a narroj? escape 
from torpedoing while botind for Rotter- 
dam yesterday. 
A subtnarine flrcfl a 
torp'jdo without warning. It missed the 
ship by only 15 yards. 


According to the captain's storv to 
Rotterdam correspondents, the periscopc 
was seen and then the wash of the tor- 
pedo, which was moving so rapidly that 
nothing could be done to avoiit it. The 
attack occurred at a point four miles 
north of North Hinder light ship.

STATEMENT FROM BERLIN, 


Germans Repulse Attacks But Lose Some 
Outmost Trenches, 


Berlin, May 26.—The German general 
army headquarters staff today gave out 
the following statement: 


"In the western theater: A night ad- 
vance by the enemy on our newly ac- 
quired position west of the forest of 
Belleward easily was repulsed. The num- 
ber of machine guns taken from the Eng- 
lish was increased to ten. 


"Northeast of Givénchy British troops 
succeeded last night in capturing a pro- 
jecting part of our outmost trenches. 


"Further south, between Lievin and 
the Lorette hills, an extensive attack 
commenced in the afternoon faUed com- 
pletely. 


"In the region to the north and to the 
south of the high road between Souchez 
and Bethane the enemy had first suc- 
ceeded in penetrating our trenches, but 
our counter attacks again put us in full 
possession of our positions. 
One hun- 
dred Frenchmen remained in our hands. 


'•In the region south of Souchez sev- 
eral repeated strong attacks directed by 
white and colored French troops against 
our lines completely broke down before 
oiir entanglements. 
Our opponents suf- 
fered heavy losses everywhere. 
During 
the battles in the Lorette hills a Silesian 
infantry 
regiment 
especially 
distin- 
guished itself. 


"An advance of the enemy in the weat- 
eQi part of the forest of Le Pretre was 
easily repulsed. 
A hostile flying ma- 
chine was brought down at a point south 
of Lens by our aviators. 


"In the eastern theater night attacks 
were repulsed. 


"In the soutlieastern theater: 
The 
attack being made by the army under 
Gen. von Mackenzen is making good pro- 
gress. 
Southeast of Radimo the village 
of Swiato was taken after fierce fighting.

The sea was calm at the time. 
The 
crew at once took to the boats and 
stood by the steamer. 
It was ^oon as 
certained that the Nebraskan was not 
seriously injured. 
She had been struck 
forward, and her foreholds were full ot 
water. The crew returned on board and 
got the vessel under way. 
No lives 
were lost among the crew. 
The Ne 
braskan did not carry any passengers. 


The foregoing 
information 
was re 
ceived today by^ the ;,British admiralty 
in London, and il^was at Once oommu- 
nicated to the American embassy. 
Im- 
mediately she was struck, the Nebras- 
kan began calling for help by wireless 
Browhead received the wireless com- 
munication at 0 a. m. yesterday. 


A message to Lloyds from Kinsale, 
Ireland, says that the Nebraskan passed 
that point at 11 o'clock this morning, 
apparently bound for Queenstown, The 
Nebraskan was down at the bows. She 
was proceeding under her own steam 
and flying the signal, "I am not under 
control."

Ryndam, which sailed from this p«rt 
yesterday for Rotterdam with seventy- 
seven passengers and a million dollar 
cargo, was badly damaged in a 'lolUsioa 
fifteen 
miles southwest 
of the Nan- 
tucket shoals lightship at 4 o'clock this 
morning with the tramp freighter, Joa. 
J. Cuneo, which sailed from Boston last 
night for Baracou, Cuba. 


Both vessels were seriously injured. 
The Ryndam, Avireless reports indieatei 
was struck aft with such force that hold 
No. 5 filled almost immediately, watei 
(lowed freely into the engine rooin as^ 
began to creep up iji hold No. 8. 
I'ha 
Cuneo's bows were smashed in badly. 


S. O. S. signals were gashed from 
^ 
Eyndanrs wireless and her passensers 
were transferred hastily to the Cuneo. 
One hundred and sixty of the Riindaih'« 
crew of 200. likewise, were put aboard- 
the freighter, leaving only 
forty' Jtaen. 
aboard the liner to navigate it. . 


Warships Answer CalL

Her length is 210 feet. 


Dispatches sent during the forenoon 
bv the South Carolina says the "Ryndam 
was making thirteen knots on her wav 
to this port. This speed, if maintained, 
would bring her to New York late to* 
night or early tomorrow.

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Showing Up Tax 
Inequalities 


At its first hearing the commission named recently by Governor 
Ralston in compliance with a statute enacted by the last legislatul*e. 
experts testifying, brought forward an impressive showing of the in- 
equalities of taxation as applied in this state. It was in no sense sur- 
prising, for the fact that glaring inequalities exist has long been well 
known. The testimony wiJl be of value chiefly in getting specific in- 
stances into evidence where they may be taken into account in illus 
trating the need for remedy. 


By way of example, Auditor Bowman, of Richmond, said that 
real estate in Richmond is assessed at from 50 to 55 per cent, of its 
cash value, and that some farms arc assessed at as low as 40 per 
cent., while money and credits are listed at face value. In his opin 
ion an assessment of all Wayne county property at its true value 
would pennit a reduction of the tax rate to $1.25. In Gary, accord- 
ing to Eben H- Wolcott, real estate is assessed at 13 per cent, of its 
true value and personal property at 75 per cent., while railroad prop- 
erty is assessed at 60 per cent. Mr. Wolcott further declared that 
in several counties where there is large railroad mileage, it is the cus- 
tom to reduce the local assessment and increase the local rate so that 
the heaviest burden falls on the railroads. 
J\Ir. Wolcott said that 
some railroads in Indiana are assessed as high as 70 per cent^^ and 
some interurbans as low as 40 per cent. 


It is hardly to be presumed that these are isolated instances of 
inequalities. To a greater or less extent they obtain over the entire 
state, despite repeated efforts in recent .years to equalize the assess- 
ments as fairly as possible. Commendable as these efforts have been, 
it is apparent that they have made comparatively little progress 
and that the big job is still before the state tax authorities. 
Classi 
fication of taxables to alloAv different rates of taxation on different 
classes of property is apparently in contravention to the constitu- 
tional provision which declares that all assessments and taxation 
shall be uniform. In this connection it is worthy of note that mem- 
bers of the state tax board say that, so far as they knew, no attempt 
ever had been made to enforce the provisions of the law for assess- 
ment of property at its true cash value- 
The law was enacted in 
1891. 


Unless Governor Whitman or the supreme court of the United 
States shall intervene to prevent it, Charles Becker, former New 
York police lieutenant, twice convicted in the gunman case, must 
die in the electric chair. 
His second conviction has just been con- 
firmed by the New York court of appeals. The condemned man has 
made'a notable legal fight, but it would appear that the end of his 
effort has been reached. 
The present governor of New York, then 
district attorney, conducted the prosecution of Becker, and it is 
hardly to be expected that he will extend clemency, while appeal to 
the supreme court appears to offer little more hope for the prisoner. 
The doom pronounced against him can scarcely be longer deferred. 


Supplementing the previous lists, petitions bearing thè signa- 
tures of more than one thousand Fort Wayne citizens asking for the 
election of a woman to the city school board next month, were filed 
with the city council Tuesday evening. Nor is the end yet reached, 
for the present total of some 3,500 will be vastly increased before 
the date of the selection, but even the final figures will scarcely in- 
clude all who sincerely desire that a woman be represented on the 
governing board of the city schools. Is there any good reason what- 
eyér wby that plainly and generally expressed desire should not be 
granted 9 


The action of the Fort Wayne Real Estate Exchange in decid- 
ing to cease Sunday activities in real estate sales is eminently the 
correct thing to do and it will advance that organization immensely 
in thé favor of right-thinking people. It is additionally gratifying, 
also, to learn that so far as is known the Fort Wayne exchange is 
the only one in the country which has as yet taken this advanced 
step. 
Others should promptly follow Fort Wayne's lead in this 
matter.

I do not know whether to begin-in tell- 
ing you about the great country of Bra- 
ail. 
To me Brazil is the great surprise 
of my trip. 
I already know the north 
coast of South America; was disappoint- 
ed with the west coast; was prepared 
for Argentine; but had never fully real- 
ized the vastness, richness and loveliness 
of Brazil. 


In Brazil the national 
language 
is

THE BAD BOY AS EXCESS ENERGY. 


(Grand Rapids Press.) 


Being a bad boy is one thing; owning 
up to it 
after you have 
arrived 
at 
years' of discretion and honor is an- 
other. Yet the late W. R. Nelson, owner 
and editor of the Kansas City Star, in 
a letter accepting a degree of doctor of 
laws from Notre Dame university, took 
occa^sion to plead his youthful wilful- 
ness, and say a good word for bad boys 
in general. 


In Nelson's letter he confesses that 
his father sent him to Notre Dame as 
a last resort. 
There he became 
the 
leader in college deviltries and was dis- 
missed at the end of his second year. 
Becalling these adventures of his young 
da.ys the great editor admits the fac- 
ulty was correct in dispensing with his 
influence, 
expresses 
undj'ing 
admira- 
lion for the men who disciplined him, 
and attributes his dislike of being boss- 
ed to the Irish blood in his veins. 
He 
concludes that 
because the university 
sees fit to honor him after such a rec- 
ord, that fact "should afford encourage- 
ment to mischcvious boys and 
make 
them feel that their case is not alto- 
gether hopeless." 


Nelson ran true to form. 
He never 
was bossed, and his independence, find- 
ing free expression in the new 
west, 
was of untold benefit to his city, state 
and nation. 
Hut one wonders where he 
might have brought up if he has pos- 
sessed just a little less force, educa- 
tion and opportunity? 
The very quali- 
ties Avhich made Nelson a 
power 
for 
good in Kansas City might have made 
him a power for evil if his early mis- 
chief had been staged in a city slum. 


Psychologists have long recognized ju- 
venile mischief as a form of excess en- 
ergy. 
The bravest, most" original and 
competent vouth in the "gang" 
takes 
the lead with the result that the boy 
with tho worst reputation in the neigh- 
borhood may be 
the 
best 
fortified 
against failure in the rough-and-tumble 
of life. 
It is an axiom 
among social 
workers that 4;he first boy in a gang to 
turn the corner is the natural leader 
and the one worth going after. 
Win 
him and the rest follow him into the 
fold like sheep. 
Such boys are sure to 
soar high or fall low; tliey cannot be 
mediocre. 
The direction of the progress 
is determined largely by the wisdom of 
their parents, teachers and friends. 


Society is advancing swiftly in its 
sympathetic appreciation of boy nature 
and boy perils; and the 
further 
we 
progress along that line the easier it is 
to believe there are very few 
young 
people actually "black a t heart." Some 
day, when we know how to train them 
bciter—And that 
does not mean 
the 
namby-pamby kind, or those who lack 
discipline—there will be none at all.

Of the t w o the destroyer, much

The destroyer can literally swim rings 
around the submarine. 
Tt can even still 
dodge a torpedo when the shiny missile 
is as close as 2(10 yards. 
Quick maneu- 
vering is its answer. 
I t is an elusive 
target, too elusive for t h e slower tor- 
pedo and the slower submarine. 
A de- 
stroyer t h a t is torpedoed has really been 
asleep. 
They have been built not t o be 
torpedoed. 


How does a destroyer de.stroy? 
In the first place it has the same tools 
as t h e submarine. 
It has torpedo tubes. 
The submarine with half a chance can 
sink under the destroyer's 
torpedoes. 
B u t t h e destroyer has a ix-tter chance. 
One shot from its four-inch 
guns 
is 
enough t o sink the thin-skinned subma- 
rine forever. 


Destroyers carry from two to six four- 
inch guns and can make from t h i r t j ' fo 
thirty-five miles per liour. 
They are 
quick-liandlers, in the -(vords of seamen. 
Tlio fastest warship in the world is the 
" S w i f t / ' 
lilngland's 
giant 
destroyer, 
which makes thirty-sLx; miles an hour 


and can turn speedih'. 


Their speed is almost twice as great 
as the surface speed of the submarine. 
When 
submerged the submarines 
can 
only make from ten to sixteen miles per 
hour. 


Should a periscope 
suddenly 
show 
close to a destroyer, the latter 
could 
dash ahead a t full speed with the idea 
of ramming and sinking the submarine 
with its sharp steel 
stem. 
Then 
it 
would be up to the submarine crew to 
submerge quickly or be lost. 


The modern destroyer is a vessel rang- 
ing from 700 tons 
to 
the 
lS35-ton 
" S w i f t " of the British navy. 
The length 
vai-ies from 2.'>0 to 400 feet. 
They are 
very narrow. 
Power is furnished in the 
most modern b->- oil engines. 
From two 
to six- eighteen-inch torpedo tubes are 
part of the equipment and in the aver- 
age destroyer are four four-inch rapid- 
fircrs and frerjuently a few lesser rifles, 
including a pair of machine guns. The 
hulls are not armored. 
The destroyer 
relies on speed. 


Besides nO'ering a defense against like 
ships and an oiiense against submarines, 
i.iiis equipment is suliiciout to sink mer- 
chantmen.

When Mayor Hosey shall have signed 
the ordinance passed 
by 
the council 
Tuesday night for the better regulation 
of traöic down town, it will be an of- 
fense punishable by a fine for any per- 
son to cross a street at intersections 
where there is a traffic officer other thau 
at right angles. 
In other words, tlie 
practice of "cutting the corners" will be 
an offense against the ordinance. 
The 
same ordinance also requires 
vehicles, 
including street cars, to stop back of 
the crossing line when the traffic offi- 
cer's signal gives clearance to traflic 
from another direction. 
This ordinance 
was passed at the behest of Chief of 
Police Lenz, who has found the need of 
it and other measures for the rational 
control of traffice in the down town dis- 
tricts at certain hours of the day. 
It 
was 
passed 
by 
a 
vote 
of y to 0, 
Deitschcl, Keller, Kinder, Lepper, lloggc 
and Smith voting against it. 
The new 
ordinance providing for lights and bell 
signals on bicycles, tricycles amd motor- 
cycles and the times and occasions for 
using them was killed out of hand, the 
council deeming present ordinances suf- 
ficient. 


Wage Ordinance is Killed. 


The council 
made 
short 
shrift ' of 
Councilman Korte's ordinance providing 
for a minimum wage in city employ- 
ment and fixing 25 cents an hour, nine 
hours a day 
and 
twenty-six days a 
month as the con4itions by which the 
executive department should be bound 
in the hiring of men. 
That the council 
did not take the play seriously was in- 
dicated by the fact that the measure 
was tabled by a vote of 13 to 2. A few 
weeks ago, when the park board salary 
list was up for eotablishmeoit, 
Korte 
announced that he was going to bring 
an ordinance to boost the pay of the 
city laborers. It was pointed out Tues- 
day night that the minimum wage or- 
dinance doubtless would be invalid and 
that, moreover, such a minimum scale 
would result in the loss of their jobs by 
a large number of city employes who 
are practically pensioners. 


To Keep Stable Away from Bridge. 
Without a diBsentingr vote the council 
passed on first reading an ordinance in- 
troduced bx Member Peter Deitachel, of 
the Ninth ward, to prevent the construc- 
tion of a livery stable by Fred H. Meyers 
at the north approach of the new Harrison 
street bridge. It was referred to the com- 
mittee on rules, regulations and ordin- 
ances and probably will be passed after it 
has taken the regular coUrse. 
The or- 
dinance makes it unlawful to erect a liv- 
ery stable outside the fire limits, and de- 
claring such a 
place 
to be a 
public 
nuisance in residential districts. 
A peti- 
tion signed by over 200 Bloomlngdale resi- 
dents protesting against the Myers barn 
was presented with the ordinance. 
The 
people of Bloomlngdale say they have 
suffered much from the fact that the ap- 
proach "to their part of the city over the 
WellB street bridge Is made unsightly by 
the clutter of stables, coal yards and the 
like, and they do not want the approach 
to the stately new Harrison street bridge 
so impaired. 


For Flood Prevention. 
The council passed ordinances appro- 
priating a total of $750 to the incidental 
claims account for the purpose of defray- 
ing preliminary expenses incurred In the 
circulation of petitions to ask the courts 
to establish "la flood prevention district 
under the new special law. 
The city 
treasury will 
bé 
reimbursed from 
the 
assessments made (or flood works if the 
movement succeeds. 


After 
some 
contentious 
debate 
the 
council passed the ordinance that gives 
marketers who grow the produce they 
sell the first right to choose staUs and 
ctands on the city market. 
President 
Bayer explained that a report on the or- 
dinance had been delayed in order to 
give Mayor Hosey. who at flrst was op- 
Iiosed. to the ordinance, opportunity to 
stuoy and undéntànd its provisions.

Dear Barclay: 


Every Individual voter feels that 
h« 
could run the nation better than those 
appointed to do so by himself and thou- 
sands of others just like him. On« voter 
-would put the tariff hlgrher than it ever 
•was before; the next would aboliah it. But, 
whichever type of thinker gets his candi- 
dates into power, there remain always In 
these United States millions of people who 
have to be poor, dirty and discontented. 


From this even a child would conclude 
either that a vast majority of people are 
doomed to unhappiness by the God who 
made them or that a vast majority of pol- 
iticians are incapable rovemors. 
As to 
the first conclusion, we know nothing; 
but as to the second, we are certain be- 
yond peradventure. With mlphty few ex- 
ceptions, those whom we put over us to 
govern us are the most Incompetent lot 
of legislators and administrators In his- 
tory. 
For the most part they are men 
vaguely trained to the law. 
They talk 
better and oftener on a greater variety of 
topics than the average man who is mak- 
ing or trying to make an honest Itvtng. 
They make It their business to be con- 
Bplcuous, Instead of the opposite, and so 
get themselves elected. As a body of men 
they know practically nothing about any- 
thing useful or Important, and their small 
minds are so tangled with the little law 
they know that they are unable to see 
tlirougli the tangle into the heart of law, 
which iB Justice. 
If lawyers could be 
counted on to do right the pawnbroker 
down the street and the shoemaker round 
the corner would not have to be called 
away from affairs, important to them, to 
lit on Juries ana do Justice. 


But the thing goes deeper. What In each 
voter's Judgment is the one chief thing 
that Is wrong with these United States? 
There would be almost a« many answers 
as there are voters. 
I've asked lots of 
men, and no two agreed, but I liked one 
man's answer a lot. He said: "The chief 
trouble with the country is that its cltl- 
Bens have to pay taxes when they ought 
to be receiving dividends. 
And this," he 
said, "would be the case if from the start 
we had been governed by our best minds 
Instead of by our worst; If as a nation we 
had been run from the beginning the way 
Standard OH. for Instance, fcas been run 
as a trust." 


I am not standing up for the rapacious- 
ness of trusts, only foV their efficiency. 
As a nation we have been more rapacious 
and dishonest than any trust that ever 
lived. This being so, and a blot upon us 
that can never be wiped out, a wrong of 
our own doins that can never be righted. 
It Is ten thousand pities that we haven t 
been efficient, too. 


How many billions of dollars was this 
country worth, as land, coal, oil, forest, 
gold, sliver, iron, etc.,. etc.? Only astron- 
omers think In big enough figures to an- 
•wer 
that. 
Anyhow, as 
a 
nation 
we 
rrabbed, stole and cheated it all awajr from 
he people who owned it. 
And then we 
began to play ducks and drakes with it. 
If from the start our resources could have 
been handled by a Rockefeller he—well he 
might be a thousand times richer than 
ae is, but we—we would none of UB BE 
poor. And our house would be clean and 
tfflclent from garret to cellar, and not 
rutted and creaky and full of vermin and 
half the ceilings down. 


Think of a whole country run as a trust, 
with employment at more than a fair re- 
turn for every able-bodied man, and fat 
iilvldends for everybody In good years! 
In such a state by force of public opln- 
'on even a Bryan might be made useful. 
Even In Utopia there are ofllces which 
lave to be swept out. 
If there Is salvation'ahead 'of UB, In- 
itead of ruin, Bomething of this sort will 
bave to b« worked out from what 1« Isft 
to ua ot our natural resources. 
T Failing TNIB those o£ UB Who art rtdl 


aals will be pulled down from our high 
places and trampled by an unreasoning 
mob until there is no longer anything 
stable nor anyone contented. The air of 
this great city which we breathe is 10 
per cent air and 90 per cent revolution. In 
Bther parts of the country the percentage 
it revolution Is greater. 


The only man with sufBclent mind and 
power to effect anything good Is yourself. 
But If you personally were to preach the 
gospel of efficiency people would think 
you were working, to put it bluntly, for 
l^our own pocket.

Fabracs Terenznek, a foreijjner, about 
forty years old, was killed by a train on
